CITY CHARTER 


AMENDMENT 


The amendments to the Wetask- 
iwin city charter were passed by the 
Jegislature shortly before the close of 
the session. By special arrangement 
they were put through with other 


- statute law amendments, and the city 


wus gaveg the expense of a private 
bill. The amendments provide for the 
abolition; of the income tax after 
1921, and permits the city to levy a 
special tax. Known «as the “Service 
Tax,” in any amount froin *$5.00 to 

25.00.' This tax is imposed on every 
person, male or female, of the uge of 
twenty-one years or over, who resides 
for at least three months in the city, 
and carries on there any occupation, 
profession, meang of profit and liveli- 
hood in respect of which they are not 
liable to be assessed for business tax. 
The council has the power to exempt 
from this tax any class or classes of 
persons, and in imposing,this service 


°° tax*the-counell “May adopt”an¥4 basis 


of classification they deem advisable, 
and may Cifferentiate between the 
amount payable by different classes of 
persons. Doctors, dentists and law- 
yers will be assessed on their floor 
space the same as other classes of 
business. Previous to the adoption 
‘of income tax this was the method by 
which they were assessed, and after 
Jan. 1st next they will be back on the 


old plan of business taxation. 


These amendments are not as asked 
for by the council. Their proposition 
was to have the service tax at from 
$5.00 to $60.00, and the professional 
men brought under its provisions. As 
/the service tax is similar to a grad- 


\ }-ated. poll tax,, the. minister, of ;>muni- 
‘cipal affairs, Hon. Mr. Mitchell, and

Jow for the professional men, and re- 
commended that the service~ tax be, 
reduced to $25.00; the same as al- 
owed Calgary, Edmonton and other 
cities, and that. the professional men 
be assessed as formerly on their floor 
space occupied. These suggestions 
met with the approval of the commit-

the ,council’s original scheme. 

All these new provisions will take 
effect on Jan. 1st, 1922, and/ will give 
Wetaskiwin a very comprehensive 
method of assessment, under which 
the burden of taxation will be more 
equitably distributed than has been 
the case in the past, 


PROMINENT LACOMBE . 
MAN SHOT BY FARMER 


Lacombe, April 19. — E. Walter 
Simpson, secretary-treasurer of the 


municipal district of Crown, was shot 
and seriously injured by Fred Codd, 
a farmer of the district, about 5:30 
yesterday. The shooting took place 
in the municipal offices here, and 
Codd and Simpson were the only ones 
in the buidling at the time. Codd fired 
four shots at Simpson, two taking ef- 
fect; one raking his victim's skull 
and the other striking him in the left 
arm, entering about the wrist and go- 
ing up to the elbow, where the bullet 
lodged., Two other shots missed their 
mark. 

Simpson was attending to his du- 
ties when Coed entered the office, and 
was writing a letter, his back being to 


his assailant. Cadd walked up and 


with his gun within a couple of inches | 


of Simpson's head, pulled the trigger, 
The bullet made a nasty scalp wound, 
fortunately not of a fatal nature. In 
the scufllle following Simpson managed 
to overpower his assailant, but not 
before he received the bullet in the 
arm,

By, G. H. Cutler : 

During tho: past two ‘seasons the 
sunflower hag: been grown experi- 
mentally and otherwise under a wide 
variety of conditions in Western Can- 
ada. It has proven to be a plant of 
very wide ‘adaptation. Suceessful 
crops of this. plant have been grown 
at Beaverlodge, Edn nton, Lacombe, 
Strathmore, Lethbridge, Saskatoon, 
Winnipeg and many other interven- 
ing pOints. ‘Under all conditions large 
yielés) of green forage have been 
grown. At:the University of Alberta 
in Edmonton this crop has been grown 
ornamentally, experimentally and oth- 
erwise for a’number of years. From 
the very first rumors that came from 
Montana it:was recognized that the 
sunflower. was likely to take an im- 
portant place.in farm practice in Al- 
berta, Consequently much work of an 
investigative) nature has been under 
way in the Department of Field Hus- 
bandry at the University, to ascertain 
its merits and how to make the best 
use of it ag a plant. 

Our investigations, white quite com- 
prehensive and conclusive, have not 
been underway sufficiently long to 
enable us to discuss with certainty all 
phases of {ts culture and uses... Su- 
ficient data have been indicated, how- 
ever, to enable us to pass jucgment 
upon some of’ the more important de- 
tails of culture and palatibility of this 
crop. 

While scarcely as palatable to our 
dairy cattle as corn ensilage, or corn 
and sunflowers mixed, it is readily 
eaten, Our opinion is that all cattle 
will take to sunflower ensilage after 
growing accustomed to it. 

Cattle eat the green stalks quite as 
readily as ensilage. Cure should be 
taken however not to grow the stalks 
too coarse, 

May 12th to 25th seems a very sat- 
isfactory date of seceding at Edmonton. 
The condition of the soil appears to 
be quite as important or more so, than 
the date of seeding. . When the land 
Was warm at the time of seeding, our 
heaviest yields were obtained from 
the first seding, May 14th; but on land 
that was unsuitable, seeded at the 
same date, the yields were nine tons 
less per acre. The third seeding of 
May 31st proved quite as satisfactory 
as the first seeding 17 cays earlier

The most’ sttpendous railway pro- 
posal, which means nothing less than 
the merging of the C.P.R. with the 
Canadian government lines, upon 
terms which) can be. financed by the 
government, the combined railways to 
be operated by. the C.P.R., is suggest- 
ed in a memorandum presented by 
Lord Shaughnessy of the C.P.R., to 
Premier Meighen. 

The importance of this communica- 
tion cannot be exaggerated.

“AT KITSCOTY 


berta {is said to be yiolently agitated. 
At least its people are described. as 
being in that frame of mind. Kitscoty 
is ‘on the main line of the Canadian 
Northern ‘railway, 25 miles east of 
Vermilion. Now, what could possibly 
agitate that pleasant little community 
at'such a time? There might be ‘sev:

state, But at the present moment, so 
‘tis said, it is.no less than the gold 
fever that has befallen the residents of 
Kitscoty, according to Chris: Creamer

JOHN NYSTROM 
TAKES OWN LIFE 


Becoming despondent over the death 
of some cattle, John Nystrom, a Ro- 
chester farmer, committed suicide on 
Friday by hanging himself in ‘his 
shack near that point. Investigations 
carried out by Corporal Watt of Clyde 


and Coroner Phillips of Westlock, re-|f 
that Nystrom had] '% 


vealed the fact 
stood on a chair, placed his head 
through a noose in a rope and kicked 
the chair from beneath him. The rope 
had broken and the body was found 
on the floor of the shack with life 
extinct. 

Nystrom had formerly been farm- 
ing near Wetaskiwin, and had only 
moved to Rochester on April 20, two 
days before he took his life. 

Coroner Phillips gecided that it was

chester district. He leaves a wife and 
two children, who have the deepest 
sympathy in their hour of trouble.
